Two Thousand About to Be Massed 
to Stop Operations at the 
'AlliHou Mine. 



Hunger and Want May Soon Cause 
Sensatioual Incidents— Ap- 
peal to UcEinley. 



PiTTsiiuRG, July 20.— The attention of 
the miners of the Pittsburg diutrict is 
now ri-v-eted on thtj Allison, Boone and 
Enterprise mines, near Cannonsburg. 
The Boone and Allison mines, which 
were closed yesterday by the owners to 
preveot trouble between their men and 
marching strikers, resamed to-day, with 
nearly a full force. No attempt was 
made to start up the Enterprise mine. 
The strikers fear that if these mines con- 
tinue in operation it will induce the En- 
terprise men to go back to work. 

The procramme of the strilicra is to 
make another march on the Allison 
mine. The leaders said this afternoon 
that moro than 2,000 diggers would be 
maaeed in the Panhandle district, ami 
another march made on the mine. To- 
night the miners of the Panhandle dis- 
trict were gathering above Bridpeville, 
and it will not be surprising if 1,000 
men are found on the Washington jiike 
in the morning. 

The men in the Miller's and Tom's 
Run districts are all idle and have 
plenty of time to make anr>ther march. 
They were aapplying themselves with 
several days' ratioDB, and if the pro- 
posed march is made they will stay 
about the ofTending mines for several 
days. 

Just at this stage of the strike senflR- 
tional developments are expected. The 
men are beginning to feel the pangs of 
hunger and want, and are in a condition 
bordering on desperation. 

The coal market was quiet to-day. 
Jluch coal was od'ered at .'fl.25 a ton. 
.Slack took a big jump and sold at So 
cents a ton. Before the strike it was 
sold at 40 cents a ton. There are hun- 
dreds of tons of slack coal at the mines 
in the Pittsburg district, but the miners' 
officials will not permit any of it to be 
loaded. 

WuKKLiNG, W. Ya., July 20.— To-night 
100 miners employed in the works of the 
Glendale Coal Company, below Wheel- 
ing, notified the management that they 
would not return to work to-morrow 
morning. A few days ago the 69-eent 
rate was granted to the men with the 
understanding that they would not 
strike. Since then, however, the otliciale 
of the Panhandle district union have 
been at work ami their uflbrta have proven 
euccessiul. The ellorLs of the miners 
will now be turned toward getting the 
Moniulsville mines stopped, also the two 
or three still at work in other parts of 
the Puidiandle district. 

WAsiii.Ntrro.v, July 20. — The President 
to-day received the resolution adopted 
yesterday by the Pittsburg council ask- 
iiim to use his liood oflicea in the settle- 
ment of the coal strike, but has not yet 
sent a reply. He has also received many 
communications and stiggeatioDB on the 
subject, but it is improbable that he will 
take any action in the matter in the ab- 
sence of some plan for the settlement of 
the strike. The cabinet meeting to-day 
discussed this matter.

WnKELfNG, July 21.— Yesterday, at a 
farm house near Moundsville, two Ijoys,

beaten. The older • boy will die. 
Mrs. Mason and her husband separ- 
ated four years ago, and he went to 
the lower end of the state. The authori- 
ties believe he coiuiiiitted the deed, as 
he was seen at Moundsville last night. 
A rewitrd for liis capture has been offered 
by .Mayor Motindaville. If captured he 
will undoubtedly be given a dose of 
swift " justice, " The man attempted to 
kill his wife after the children bad been 
assaulted, bat she escaped by mere 
chance. 



ARGENTINE SHORT OF WHEAT.

"IF" WAR WERE ON. ..^ 

A Lqndon Newspaper's Speculation as to 
What Would Happen in the 
States. 

LoNDo.v, July 20.— The Morning Post, 
in its issue of to-day, again discusses the 
relations existing between the United 
States and Great Britain, and the possi- 
bility of war being forced upon the lat- 
ter. The paper says the idea of dam 
aging America by a bombardment of the 
coast towns is nonsense ; Great Britain 
would not make war upon helpless non- 
combatants. War"withthe United States 
at first would be a contest of navies, 
and an ellbrt on '.the^piir.t 'of British 
cruisers to protect the ' British ' seaboard 
trade; the second phase would he a 
blockade of ports of the United States, 
not an easy matter, and the land de- 
fence of Canada. These two operations 
would have to be continued until the 
people of the United States asked them 
selves the question, "What is the war 
about'?" Eventually they would dis 
cover no real cause, and peace would be 
made which would leave the two coun 
tries exactly where they are, but both 
impoverished needlessly and embittered 
against one another. This picture may 
seem one-sided to the Americans, who 
recall the splendid exertions of the 
United States in the late Civil War, and 
the victories of Grant, Sherman and 
Thomas, won in the great cause of union 
and emancipation.

CANADA EASY-GOING. 

Washington Authorities Think That It Will 
Be Too much Trouble to Pick Out 
the Foreigners. i 

Washington, July 21.— Information 
has reached Washington to the effect 
that the Canadian authorities have un 
der consideration taking steps to pro- 
hibit any but British subjects from 
working in the J^ldorado of North Am- 
erica. As the Klondyke mines are with- 
out doubt in Canadian territory, it is 
said at the state department that the 
Dominion authorities have the right to 
prohibit the entrance of foreigners if it 
should consider this desirable. The de- 
partment officials believe, however, that 
the Canadians will refrain from taking 
any steps of this character, as British 
subjects have been allowed to mine in 
Alaskan territory, and besides great 
difficulty would be experienced dis- 
tinguishing between Canadians and 
Americans. 

American miners who have written to 
the department have been informed that 
a treaty is now pending between the 
United States and Great Britain for de- 
termination of the Alaskan boundary, 
and when confirmed by the Senate, sur- 
veying parties of the United States and 
Great Britain acting jointly will erect 
monuments a short distance apart which 
will define the boundary line. 



SPAIN GREATLY DISTURBED. 

Government Admit Pressing Necessity for 
Concessions to Cuba— Opposition Speak 
* for tlie Insurgents. 

M.\iJKiu, July 21. — Senor Moret V. 
Pendergast's speech at Saragoasa, on the 
Cuban question, and his dennnciation of 

the policy of the government, has made 
a great sensation. The Epoca says: 
" The frightful picture of Cuba painted, 
by the Liberal leader, at Saragossa, 
can only be compared with the inflam- 
matory utterances of the worst enemies 
of Spain. Wo believe liia insinuations 
.against tlie throne must permanently 
keep the Liberals out of power, owing to 
the increased strength which his utter- 
ance give the monarchists in tlio eyes of 
the public." 

Senor Canovas del Castillo, tiie pre- 
mier, states that the report of an alli- 
ance between Spain and Japan is incor- 
rect. The most cordial relations exist 
between the powers, but the under- 
Btan'ding'doee not extend ' further. He 
adds: "It waa" never more necessary 
than now for the government to consider 
what reforma ought to be introduced In 
Cuba." 

It is reported that the government are 
negiJiiating for the purchase of four large 

warships. 

FISH TRAPS DESTROYED. 

Columbia River Fishermen Resent Can- 
ners' Action in Reducing 
Prices. 

AsTORi.\, July 20. — During last night 

a gang of lishermen, either Oregon gill- 
nettcr or trapmen, made a raid on the 
traps at the east end of Sand island, 
next to the main channel. Poles were 
cut and webs and nets slit to pieces with 
knives. .Vccording to one report, it was 
an act of revenge on the part of tlie gill- 
netters for the recent action of cannery- 
men in cutting down the price of fish. 

Parties who were at Chinook say the 
men wore handkerchiefs over their 
faces. A number of shots were fired at 
them from Chinook. They declare the 
men to be gillnetters. II waco people are 
of the opinion that the depredations 
were committed by other trapmen who 
own traps above those destroyed, and 
have been unable so far to secure any 
lish.

The revenue and trade con- 
nected with a large quantity of supplies 
like this is certainly not to be despised 
by the authorities and by the traders in 
British Coltimbia; and there is eVery 
prospect that in the coming twelve 
mouths the tiuantity will be multiplied 
five or ten times."

As they furnish 
their own supplies, which they buy by 
the voar, it is hard to figure out the cost 
of their board. I knew two fellows who 
had nothing but flour and beans. I had 
different numbers of men employed at 
dillerent times, my highest number at 
one tiuie being eight. 

"I have never authoriicd any state- 
ment as to the amount I took out or tho 
amount I broueht out. The public 
might like to know, butit is not the pub- 
lic's busiaess. . I expect to go back next 
spring."

I arrived here on tbe 10th 
of the month, leaving 'Seattle on the 
loth of March ; so you -oee'I was nearly 
three months on the road. I rather en- 
joyed the trip, taking «lli in all. There 
was some hard work, but' I had no mis- 
haps after leaving i^yaa.. 

There ia no night here now. It is 
light as midday for the twenty-four 
hours, and neither too warm nor too 
old ; not too many '.Hies to bother ae 
yet. This is a grefct^mining strike, prob- 
ably the greatest on the American con- 
tinent, or in the world. I know you 
will not believe m« iM tell you all about 
it. It is not so extensive as I wish it 
was, or at least gold has not been found 
in great paying quantities except 
on two creeks, «bout-200 claims, but 
some of them are very rich; in fact, 
some of the pay -streaks are nearly all 
gold. One thousand dollars to the pan 
ia not an unooumoQ thing, and as high 
as 100 ounces have been taken out at a 
single pan. It is no uncommon thing 
to see men coming in with all the gold 
duat they can carry. 

" You would not believe me when I 
tell you that I went into one cabin and 
counted five five. gallon oil cans full of 
gold duat, but it is a fact. It is the re- 
sult of the work of two men during the 
winter, and the dump ia not much more 
tlian half worked out. 

There has been about $2,000,000 



yielded .tiiO.OOO, $80,000 and $}00,000 
from last winter's work, 0«e 'man haa 
three live-gallon coal oil cans full and is 
not fully washed nut yet: 'but remem- 
ber, he is one out of perhaps 5,000. Tho 
many have nothing, thoiiKh great wealth 
doubtless exists. A town has sprung 
up here at the mouth of the 
Klondyke that ' haa killed Circle 
City, Forty Mile and (Fort Cudahy 
and all of the other towns dead.

Flour is cheapest of anything. 
"Harrv haa returned' from the diggings 
aD-l speaks of some claims that are won- 
derful in their wealth. The country is a 
queer formation, one^ creek wonderfully 
rich, while another running parallel a 
few miles away, worthlesa. There will 
lie great activity here this fall and win- 
ter. New discoveries will doubtless be 
made, and stampedes by the score. A 
couple of stampedes havp taken place 
sinoe we have 'been here, but they 
amounted to nothing whatever. On the 
boat to-morrow a great many are going 
out with ten, twenty, thirty, and as

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouvicu, July 21.— W. Cum- 
mlDgs, LL.D.,oi Philadelphia, was mar- 
ried yesterday in Vancouver to Mias H. 
Vau?n, daughter of ,Mr. Simon Vaugn 
of Vancouver. 

Rlr. McOullouRh has opeueJ an assay 
oflko in the KdiBou block, ilo was for 
Bouie yearB in cliarge of the assay oflico 
of the provincial government. 

Harry James, wlio disappeared from 
tlie ship Pass of Metford wlien an ap- 
prentice, has turned np again and is 
anxious to return to his ship. It will be 
remembered tliat at tlio time the Salva- 
tion Army denied having anytliing to do 
witli ifames' disappearance. Pie now 
states that Tom Wliipple and Jack Holy, 
both of tho Army, got him to desert. 
One of the Salvationists took tiim to 
Lulu Island, Steveaton and Blain. Uo 
has worked sincb in a saw mill, and he 
says the work is harder than on board 
ship. 

Mr. Aulay Morrison, M, P., who has 
jiiat returned from the East, says as to 
the future prospects for the Coast-Koot- 
enay railway receiving Federal assist- 
ance: "We have every assurance tbat 
any intermediate lino will only be an in- 
stalment of a through lino to tho coast. 
The government, at present, whether 
rightly or wrongly, are of opinion that 
there ia not sutlicieut evidence before 
them that an extension to tho coast is 
commercially feasible. Knowing this, I 
for ray part have been persuading the 
government and members of the lioute 
on both sides to pay a visit to British 
Columbia, and, It possible the districts 
through wliieh this road would probably 
pass, look into oar reBOUrcea, and see for 
themselves the vast heritape that Can- 
ada has in the Pacific Province." 

'WESTUINSTER. 

WESTiaKSTER, July 21.— The salmon 
run has fallen oiT considerably but it is 
expected will increase again. All the 
canneries are busy. 

The Westminster council are consider- 
ing the request of the Kootenay Miners' 
Protective Association to ask the govern- 
ment not to i)ut an e.'cport duty on ore. 

The council of VVestminatcr will ask 
Mr. Morrison, M. P., to urge upon the 
government the necessity of establishing 
a military school here as the local com- 
pany is placed at a disadvantage in not 
bpiineable to procure regularly qualified 
officers. 

It is rumored that a steamer will leave 
here in three week's time direct for the 

Klondyke gold fields. This steamer will 
be built here and specially fitted for 
the trip. A large force of ship-carpen- 
ters will be placed at work, and the 
boat will be completed and ready 
to start inside of ten days. It is also 
stated that she will be a sidewheeler, 
and have placed in her tlie en- 
gine° of tho steamer Courser. There 
is ac present no boat fit to make the 
entire trip by water, which accounts for 
the iilea of building one for that pur- 
pose. There will be accommodation for 
about forty passengers and about one_ 
hundred tons of freight. The voyage is' 
promised not to last more than about 
twent-five days, and the miners and 
prospectors will be taken for Circle 
City, Forty-Mile and Klondyke, np the 
■^fukon. 

Prof. Prince, the Dominion fisheries 
commissioner, stole a march on West- 
minster this trip, having now been here 
lor over a week paddling his own canoe 
and gathering information incog. On 
his If.at visit Mr. Prince found dilliculty 
in obtaining reliable information on the 
true inwardness of the situation, and has 
adopted this plan to get at the bottom 
of the fisheries question relative to the 
Fraser and the Gulf.

Mr. tii-aut Govau Speaks of Some of 
the Investments Made by 
His Syndicate. 



A " Giileua Placer " Near Saudou — 
Phillips Arm Property Bonded- 
Other Transaetions. 



Before his departure, Mr. Ernest W. 
Grant-Govan, of the Gold Fields of 
British Columbia, Limited, of London, 
England, cave a Miner reporter his im- 
pressions of the Rossland camp. Be 
said it was, in his opinion, cause for con- 
gratulation that the stock fever had 
burnt itself out, as the companies organ- 
ized on the lines of most of tho locally 
registered companies were doomed to 
failure, as they seldom provide sutlicient 
working capital. He said, however, that 
the movement had not been an unmixed 
evil; although it had tended to render 
investments unpopular for the tiu>e be- 
ing on tho Louilon market. It had re- 
sulted in developing mining properties 
to a point where they are nearly reatly 
to become producers, and euch proper- 
ties are now in just the shape that they 
can be readily taken hold of by IJritish 
capital and added to the dividend-pay- 
ing mines of the province. 

" My visit to Rossland at the present 
time," continued Mr. Grant-Govan, " is 
not for the purpose of tnkini: up such 
properties, but it is my iutention at some 
early date, and with certain funds which 
I have at my disposal, to take over 
several valuable properties which can no 
longer bo considered as prospects, and 
convert them into producing mines. with 
all possible speed. There are several 
reasons why I am deferring ^Ing into 
this matter at present. For instance, I 
anticipate that within the next few 
months some rapid strides will be made 
as to the reduction of the ores of this 
camp. At present, reduction facilities 
leave considerable room for improve- 
ment, not only as to cost, but also as to 
mode of reduction. 

" There is also another important rea- 
son wliy I must delay making a thorough 
inspection of the properties in this 
camp for the purpose of investment. 
Tbe company oi which I am managing 
director,' and which, according to some 
of the unenlightened newspapers of this 
province, has been inordinately capital- 
ized, has most valuable intereats in the 
IJownie Creek district, some twenty 
miles north of Albert Canyon. I am 
assured on all aides that those interests 
comprise some of the most valuable pro- 
perties yet discovered in the province. 
1 have reason to believe that with 
proper management some of those 
properties may hp> converted into 
mines which will rank aa the 
largest producers of high grade 
ores in the country. As nothing can be 
more beneliuial to the interest of the 
provim:e in the London market than 
the establishment oi producing and divi- 
dend-payiuL' mines, it is niy intention 
during liie next few weeks to devote the 
w hole of my time to the development of 
these ))roi)ertiea. 

"Mr. Koss, the well known contractor 
of Toronto, together with my company's 
engineers, is now surveying and pre- 
paring estimates for a wagon road which 
will be some 25 miles in length. The 
largest amount of labor will be utilized 
for the speeily building of this road, and 
1 anticipate it will be completed by the 
end of September, an. 1 that by Christ- 
mas we can ship abcjut a thousand tons 
oi ore. It is mv belief that this ore 
will average iit least $100 a ton, 
and, if all my anticipations are 
realized, ench realization will do 
more to benelil the London uuirket than 
any other means wh ich could be adopted. 
There are many other important opera- 
tions which have to be curried out in 
and around Albert Canyon, but in the 
meantime it is premature for me to 
mention them. 

"As soon as things aro snfliciently 
advanced In that locality, I shall ])ay a 
visit to our numerous properties on tho 
sea coast, and select those which are 
most promising, so that active mining 
operations can take place. Thereafter 
it is mv intention to return to Rossland 
in the hoiie that I can find properlies 
and arrange terms and conditions with 
the owners, which will probably estab- 
lish several shipping mines within the 
next twelve months." 

NOIU.K KIVK IN I.UCK. 

The Noble Five, near Sandon, ia 
working sixty men, but will have 
twenty or thirty more on aa soon as all 
the tunnels get dry enough for stopiiig. 
Tlio buckets are now carrying down 50O 
pounds a minute, which keeps the con 
centrator running at about JOO tons a 
day, averaging ifU5 a ton net. Two 
notable strikes were made by the com- 
nany last week on two succeeding days. 
The No. 4 tunnel was in 700 feet, when 
the ore was lost, exdfept a very small 
vein. The tunnel was- continued for 
another lOO feet without a sign dUn ore 
body, and thpn a four-foot vein.flf high 
grade concentrating .ore was - struck.

There is, however, no longer any reason 
to doubt that a good way to the Yukon 
can be found by way of the Stickeen 
and Teslin Lake. This secorea an all- 
Canadian route. 

So much for summer travel. As for 
winter tra,vel, there ia not very much 
snowfall on the Yukon and the ico will 
airort the best posaible road. There 
may be some two or three points where 
a road would have to be cat around 
rapid water, that does not iVeeze over, 
bat possibly not. If shelter stations are 
put up at every 50 miles and a 
lot of French-Canadian horsea taken 
in, an express line can be 
kept open all the way down 
the river with no greater difli- 
diflScnlty than is experienced in North- 
ern Quebec, Northern Maine and North- 
ern Xew Brunswick. Indeed as the 
enow fall ia lose ou the Yukon — we speak 
now of the river itself— than in the locali- 
ties just named, we believe it would ho 
easier to keep a road open on the river 
if trafhc warranted doily stages each way 
over every lifty-mile station. It travel 
were les§ frequent the work of keeping 
the road open would, after stornis, be a 
little harder, hut tliere would he no 
ecriuus drawbacks, except after very 
severe storms, and these interrupt travel 
every where. We believe tliat tliere will 
be no diflicalty in providing means of 
regular communication summer and 
winter into the Yukon.

JIOUTES TO THE YUKON. 

It will not be a very difficult matter to 
maintain regular traffic between Victoria 
and Klondyke at all seasons of the year. 
People need not be frightened at the dif- 
ticnlties. The Yukon is a splendid, nav- 
igable stroajn. 

Minor Bruce, in his book on Alaska, 
says: "Wl^iietbe Vukon is navigable 
for a distance of one thousand eight 
liandred and fifty miles with a 400-ton 
vessel, a 150- ton steamer, with powerful 
■machinery, would be able to pass through' 
Five Fingers rapids and three hundred 
jnilea further througli Hoolaliniina river, 
to the head of Teslin Lake. " 

This account is corroborated by all who 
sue in a position to speak with knowl- 
edge. Dr. Dawson bears testimony to 
the same eflect, and also sneaks of the 
almost continnous navagability of the 
J.ewia river to Lake Tagish. Lake Ta 
giah is only .'ili miles from Skagway hay, 
via the White Pass. A trail has been cut 
through to the summit of the Pass and 
blasted the rest of the way. A pack-tiaiii 
can go from salt water to the lake in two 
days, that ia, from open ocean navign 
tion to almost continuoua river naviga- 
lion. It is absurd to talk about this bo 
ing a route beset with diflicultiea. It is 
iMsier to gel to the Kloiulyko than it was 
to the Cariboo in the old days. 

Aatothe route via the Stickeen, D 
DawBon Bays ; " It (the Stickeen) 
navigable lor stern-wheel stenmera of 
liiht draft and good jiower to Glenorn, 
lit) miles from liothsay Point, at its 
month, anil under favorable circum- 
stances to Telegraph Greek, twelve miles 
fuitber." 

Aa to the navigation of these streams, 
it might be possible to get some valu- 
sble information from those familiar 

•^vith Eastern rivera. Thus, on the up- 
per Ht. John river, in Xow Brunswick, 
iliere are places where the water ia 
«]nite ahallow and rapid, .Steamers aio 
naed wbich draw, when loaded, from 
::eighteen inches to two feet, and they 
•^■wiil carry two or three hundred raita- 
'men with their warps and oars, besides 
lai^ge quantities of freight. 

The land route from the Stickeen to 
Teslin Lake ia undoubtedly perfectly 
Jeaalble. 



THE CASSIAR LAND SUBSrOY. 

Houi D. W. Higgins has^ written us a 
letter which we print to-day. We do 

not see how what he says alters the posi- 
tion taken by the Coi.oMsr or 8upi)0Pla 
his own, namely that by the Cassiur 
Ceutr.il aid bill 10,000,000 acres are 
alienated, reserved, locked-up or cloeed 
to the public, whatever may be the 
word which he may see fit to use in this 
connection. In his letter he speaks of 
the 10,000,000 as reserved; the news- 
papers, which base their aasertions upon 
his arguments, use the other words, it 
is, we concede, not easy to accurately 
iescrlbe the right whicii the Oassiar 
Central railway company has within 
the 10,000,000 acres by any single 
word. A phrase seems necessary. Pro- 
perly apeakingthia block is the area out 
of which the company may select the 
700,000 acres of which it is to obtain a 
lease, and wo confess to our inability to 
think of any one word that means this. 
It is certainly not a reserve in the wide 
sense of the term, but may be called a 
reserve in a special and limited signifi- 
cation of the word. Colloiiuially 
there can be no objection to spcnking of 
the tract aa a reserve; hut legally it ia 
not a reserve. If the company has 
selected a block before it begins its rail- 
way, that particular block might pro- 
perly be called a reserve, because it 
would be held subject to the rights of 
the company to be acquired by the con- 
atrnction of the railway. 

Mr. Iliggina asks ua to expliiin a sec- 
tion of the act which he (jiiotea ; bat it 
calls for no explanation. Its language is 
plain, and how Mr. Higgins spells out of 
it that no claims can be taken up and 
worked within the 10,000,000 acres with- 
out being subject to the company is more 
than we (?an understand. We are not 
diaciiBsing what rights the company wil 
have in the 700,000 acres which it wil 
" designate," hut what the rights of the 
public are and will be in the 9,300,000 
which the company cannot " designate." 

AVe purposely avoid in this article any 
reference to the policy of tlie net. AVe 
endorsed this at the time, and the more 
we consider it the more satisfied we are 
that it is a very valuable piece of legisla- 
tion to the Province, and that it will <lo 
a vast amount ofvgood by lurniahin 
an incentive to capitalists to invest 
money in a part of the Province where 
it ia greatly needed. AVe are simply 
seeking to show the absurtlity, nay the 
absolute wrongfulness of the pretence 
that 10,000,000 have been locked up 
alienated, or, strictly speaking, reserved 
for the Cassiar Central Railway. As 
for the project itself,' the subsidy pro 
vided for it and the policy of granting 
such aid, «-e are prepared to defend it at 
the proper time aa wholly in the inter- 
ests of British Columbia, although it 
will undoubtedly be a good thing for the 
company.

THE KENNEL. 

KENNEI. Cl.UnS AKKILIATi:. 

Nicw York, .Inly 20.- — The American 
Kennel Club has just made an import- 
ant move, aa a result of which the en- 
re Dominion of Canada cornea under 
the club's jurisdiction. In future all 
owa field in Canada will bo conducted 
luler tlio rules of tlio American Ken- 
Club. I'lider tlie agreement all 
awards inado at Canadian sliowB will be- 
come records, and all Canadian registra- 
tiona will be made with the AmericUn 
ivennel Club atud hook. 

In 1889 the awards of the Canadian 
Kennel Club were recognized by the 
American Kennel Olub, but in 1803 the 
agreement was terminated because the 
American club felt that home exhibitors 
were not receiving what they were en- 
titled to. Ever since tlint time the Can- 
adian club has endeavored to regain re- 
cognition of the American organization, 
but without ed'ect: Finally after nincli 
negotiation the American Kennel Club 
decided to extend the same privilege to- 
wards the Dominion as are enjoyed by 
the Pacific coast. In the |)erfe(;tion of 
the arrangements the Canadian Iventiel 
Club is dissolved, and the three mem- 
bers of the executive committee of that 
organization now constitute the Domin- 
ion advisory board. 



If this year's aalmon pack could be ap- 
proximated with any degree of accuracy 
there would be no hesitancy now on the 
part of charterers in securing just the 
right number of vessels to carry the 
prized product of British Columbia wa- 
ters to the English market. At this sea- 
son of the year such a thing, however, is 
out of the ([uestion, and shipping men, 
in engaging a fleet, can only calculate on 
the sized pack put up last season, the 
preparations being made thia year, and 
the number of new canneries— or, briefly 
speaking, the general probabilities. 
Thus far they have ventured on a fleet 
of ton, only one of which is now in port, 
the others being en route from all parts 
of the globe. The number may yet be 
increased, but at present the fleet stands 
about the same aa last year's. 'Kobt. 
Ward & Co., Ltd., have under charier 
the British bark Balmore, 1,338 tons, now 
in Esquimau ; the Swedish bark Lady 
Lina, 1,122 tons, on her way from New- 
castle; and the Danish bark Irvine, 012 
tons, coming from Mascasar, in the East 
Indies. R. P. Rithet I'c Co., Ltd., have 
engaged the British bark Irby, 1,480 
tons, which ia about due from Cardiff 
with coal -for the navy; and 
the German bark Seestern, 1,446 tons; 
bound in this direction from Salavery. 
Turner Beeton & Oo'a only salmon ship 
thus far is the British bark Silverhorn, 
1,853 tons, which ia now about due with 
general merchandise from England. If. 
Bell-Irving it Co., of Vancouver, have 
two vessels chartered for salmon, one 
being the German ship Kehrewicder, 
1,355 tons, which ia coming from New- 
castle via Saritiairo; and the Gorinau 
bark Adelaide, 1,2S1 tons, wliich is coni- 
ng from Callao. The other two craft of 
the 1807 fleet are under JCvans, Coleman 
Evans' engagement. Tliey are the 
bark Lodore, 1,5GS tons, wliicli according 
to last reports put into Buenos Ayres 
with coal cargo on tire; and the British 
bark Loasdale, 1,085 tons, which is on 
her way from Yokohama. Where all 
these vessels will load ia a matter not 
definitely settled yet, but it is expected 
the greater number of them will be 
given despatch from Victoria. 

TUK " TlIlSTl.K " FINED. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer says: 
The Thistle came in Monday night 
from .N'ictoria, having aboard twenty 
tourists, who wished to connect with the 
0:15 Flyer for Tacoma. There was but 
ittle time to spare and Captain Butler 
unloaded his passengers at the Flyer 
ock without holding them until his en- 
trance liad been made at the custom 
house. The tourists got away in safety, 
but when Captain Butler called on Dop- 
ty Customs Collector Christian he soon 
found that hia escape was not to be so 
easy. The deputy collector was notified 
by telephone of the action of the Thistle. 
Tlie steamer waadetained until Collector 
aunders could be notified, and by him 
flne of !i;200 waa imposed. The $200 
as paid at Port Townaend. Capt. But- 
er claimed not to know that he was 
ulpable in d ii-charging hia passengers 
before notifying the customs oflicers."

■\Yhat Minister Blair Could Ailord 
for Bailway Liues in New 
BrnuB'wiob. 



To THE Editor:— I have read with in- 
terest your editorinl of to-day on the 
Ciiaainr Central railway act, and am 
Homowhat surpriaed at the construction 
yoii place on the po-\vers of the companj' 
under the act. Some time ago I stated 
that 10,000,000 acres of land have been 
sot apart for the purpoaea of the company 
for a period of five years. You aay to- 
day that the act douB not reserve 10,- 
000,000 acres, and quote in support of 
your statement the following aection of 
, tho act : 

"Notwithstanding tho foregoing eec- 
tions (that ia those providing for the 
. aelection and lease of the land) free 
miners shall be entitled to enter upon 
said lands, prospect and explore for min- 
erals and locate and record claims there- 
on according to the mining laws now in 
force in the province." 

This section you pronounce as meaning 
that, " If any free miner wants to 
mine in t!io diatrict, within which tho 
CiiBsiar Central I-tailway Company must 
select its hinilH, ho can, until tlie com- 
l)any has made ita selection, go upon 
the' land as freely and acquire 
visilita tht-ro aa freely aa in any 
other part of L'ritish Uolumbin." May 
I ask you to explain thig section which i 
take from the same act. 

"One equal undivided half share or 
interest in all claiaia recorded and held 
.within the limits of such lands after de- 
eisnation shall belong to tho company, 
and the other moiety to the free miner 
ao recording same, aa tenants in com- 
mon, subject to the observance of the 
terms and conditions of the mining laws 
of the province for tho time being, and 
of this act." 

If this section, when read with the one 
tiven by you, can be construed as mean- 
ing that until the company shall have 
designated tlieir lands free miners 
may go upon said lands and 
record and liold claims without 
coming under the provisions of the act, 
there is practically no value in the char- 
ter. The Bo-called right is a delusion, 
and Mesars. Pike, Herchell-Cohen and 
their associates might as well throw up 
their lease and abandon the field. But 
I have reason to know that the company 
hold views of their powers that do not 
<:oniport with yours, and that they are 
acting under the belief that after tlie 
land shall have been designated tliey 
will have the right to " one eqnal undi- 
vided half share or interest in all claims 
recorded and held within the limits of 
such land " between the date of the pas- 
aage of the act and the designation of the 
hind. If they have not this right, what 
riglit have they got? Are English cani- 
taiista expected to pay £}00,000 for a 
charter tiiat carries with it only such 
privileges aa the holders could have ob- 
tained at the small expense of grub- 
Btaking a party of prospectors and Bend- 
ing them into the field to find and locate 
<:huma under tho mineral act? 

As you construe the act, the charter is 
not worth anything; for if claims can he 
taken up wiliiin the bounds mentioned 
i u the act ( which, in spite of the danger 
oi incurring your displeaaure, I still 
i:ontend ia ii reserve) and held and work- 
ed in defiance of the charter, there ia an 
end to the whole project. No sensible 
cipitalist would give a penny for it. 
vVnile sincerely hoping that your con- 
tention will prove to be correct, I feel 
t-urn that you will be shown to be wrong 
liy the friends of the charter if its terms 
H'lould ever come to be enforced.

NEWS OF THE ORIENT. 

Five Missionary Riots — Sufferings by 
Famine— Tlie " Glenorchy " 
Buoy Story, 

Vancouver, Jidy 21.— The Empress of 
India brings the following advices from 
the Orient: Five missionary riots are 
reported to have occurred in KiauL'si 
province in aa many weeks. In the last 
riot three churches were destroyed by a 
mob on June 11. According to native 
reports, a little girl happened to be play- 
ing witli a mud doll, designed something 
like a foreigner, when a missionary pass- 
ed by. She is reported to have held up 
the doll before tbo missionary and used 
an insulting term, whereupon tho mis- 
sionary slapped her for her impudence. 
The child went home and fell it. It was 
claimed the missionary bewitched tho 
child, hence tho riot. 

While returning home from the annual 
meeting of the American mission at 
Chingchou, Eev, A. H. Smith and H. D. 
Porter, Mrs. Porter and two children 
were attacked by a mob. They were 
travelling by boat and had tied op for 
the night just outside the city. Stones 
and other missiles were thrown at the 
party, hut the mob was kept at bay until 
soldiers arrived, by firing rifies into the 
air. The peoiile accused tlie mission- 
aries of kidnaping a child. 

Fire broke out in the royal palace at 
Bangkok, Siam, June 10, and for a time 
it threatened to become a serious confla- 
gration. Fortunately there was but 
little wind, and thus the blaze was con- 
lined to the building in which it started. 
This was formerly the mint department, 
but now used by the doctors attached to 
tbe palace. A quantity of medical stores 
and .')00 rifies and ammunition were de- 
stroyed. The ammunition exploded and 
several people were injured. The trea- 
surv was for some time in danger. 

According to the latest native reports 
from Szechuan, the famine there is still 
at its height and people are dying from 
starvation by hundreds daily. Large 
sums of money will lie needed to start 
the survivors once more in life. 

An epidemic of measles at Tokyo is on 
the decrease. From Juno 11 to June 20 
2,070 cases occurred, but from the latter 
date to the end of the month only 1,424 
cases were reported. 

Japanese papers state that the ahip 
Glenericht, bound from Yokohama to 
Kobe, and which was reported lost, a 
life buoy having been found on the 
west coast of 'Vancouver island, was 
spoken on June 10 in latitude 20. '-0 
north, longitude 115 west. 

According to the Japanese paper Ko- 
kumin, Mr. Buck, the new United Stales 
minister, has brought with him instruc- 
tions to maintain as pacific an attitude 
as possible between Japan and tlie Uni- 
ted States. The paper remarks that this 
is as it should be, aa it would bo a groat 
pitv to interrupt the friendly relations 
wh'ich have hitherto jirevailod botweon 
America and Japan, eapecially over such 
a paltry thine aa Hawaii.

City Council Will Complete the Wa- 
terworks Iinprovemeuts at the 
Contractors' E.\pense. , ■ 



An Outside Eiigiueer to Visit Beaver 
Lake to Exumiuo the 
filter Beds. 



The waterworks contractors, Messrs. 
Walkley, King it Casey, having declined 
to accede to the city's demand to make 
all taut at Ueaver lake, the city, in pur- 
suance of their determination already 
e-Kpressed to go on with the work them- 
selves at the contractors' expense, met 
last night to talk over the sicuatlon and 
take action. 

First of all the lengthy correspondence 
with the contractors was read. This 
contained the city's claim that it was 
the contractors' duty to make the filters 
watertight; while the contractors re- 
plied that the city had taken tho works 
over on Augnat 15 last, and tho con- 
tractors had no further responsibility in 
the matter, and would do nothing more 
except feel obliged if the city would 
kindly remit the ualance of the little bill 
for the work. 

It was to consider this correspondence, 
the Mayor explained, that the aldermen 
were called together, and as a suegeatioii 
he would recommend that tho following 
be made the subject of a resolution : 

" Wbereas, Me-ars. Walklej', King c^c 
Casey, tho contractors for the construc- 
tion o! the wiitervvorks at iJeuver lake, 
have failed to complete their contract to 
construct the said waterworks, and to 
deliver the same in a good water-tight, 
workmanlike and complete and useable 
condition in accordance with the terms 
of the said contract ; it is resolved, that 
the said contract be determined iu ac- 
cordance with the terms of the contract, 
and that the corporation will complete 
the same as therein provided, and that 
tbe contractors bo notified accordingly." 

Aid, Stewart promptly moved the re- 
solution, Aid. Harrison seconded it, and 
the discussion began. 

Aid. Partridge, although tho city soli- 
citor was preaent, would like to have 
seen the city barrister too, for he was 
not at all sure whether the city hatl a 
contract at all now, owing to all the 
changes made in the waterworks plans. 
He feared, ia fact, that if they went to 
law tho city would have to foot the 
bills. 

Tho Mayor replied that the preaent 
council certainly had made no altera- 
tions in the plans. 

Then the resolution was put and car- 
ried, Aid. Wilson, Hall| VieeliuB, 
Kinsman, Stewart, Harrison and Mc- 
Caiidless, being in favor of it, and Aid. 
Partridge voting against it. 

Thia being disposed of the Mayor said 
that there was likely to be some law 
suits to encounter before this trouble 
was settled, ao he thonght it would be 
well to have aoiiie outside engineer to go 
out with Mr. Wilmot and see what was 
the condition of the filter beds, so that 
when it came to a law suit, his testi- 
mony might be given for the city aa well 
aa Mr. Wilinot's and could be looked 
upon aa impartial. It would also be 
well to get the opinion of such an en- 
gineer aa to the beat means of remedy- 
ing tho trouble at tho lake. 

Aid. Partridge objected to this for the 
same reason he had objected to the pre 
vioua resolution. First the city was 
going to take over the work, and now 
they were going to appoint another 
engineer. It was all because the plana 
that had been approved of by auch 
authorities aa Mr. Keating and Mr. 
Haakins, bad been changed that had 
brought about the present muddle. He 
had ahvaya atuck up for Mr. Wiluiot and 
believed him a capable mon. If he waa 
not then discharire him and get aotne 
one else. Mr. Wilmot waa a good engi- 
neer with plenty of ability, but he 
lacketl backbone enough to tell the 
aldermen llatly when they wore wrong. 

The Mayor believed Mr. Wilmot (]uite 
capable, but Aid. Partridge must liavo 
misunderstood the remarks made, which 
were no rellection upon the engineer. 

Aid. Partridge replied that His Wor- 
ship could not have read the contract. 

Tbe Mayor — " But I have." 

Aid. Partridge held that the contract 
only recognized the engineer's authority 
and it was a waste of money for the 
council to meddle with it. 

Aid. Harrison ([uite agreed with the 
Mayor that another engineer should con 
suit with Mr. Wilmot, and visit the 
works so aa to get corroborative tesli 
mony of tho condition of things there. 

Aid. McCandlees was of the same 
opiiiinn iuid Aid. Hall alao supported 
His Worship's iioaition. 

Aid. Stewart also expressed hia ap- 
proval, for if a law auit came then the 
city would show it had acted fairly by 
tbe coiitnictora, 

Aid. Kinsman did not understand 
A Id. Partridge. It seemed that alder- 
man was finiling fault with everything, 
and was makini; out a case for the con- 
tractors instead of working in the inter- 
ests of the city. 

Aid. Wilson accused Aid. Partridge of 
advocating Walkley, King & Casey. 

The remarks of the Ifist two aldermen 
brought indignant denials from Aid. 
Partridge, who said Aid. Wilson's etate- 
nients were incorrect. He had atudied 
the interests of the city and had always 
voted against any change in the plans 
originally adopted. 

Aid. McCaiidless deprecated any 
bringing in of personalities, and what 
promised to be a lively verbal fight sim- 
mered down again. 

Then Aid. Stewart moved, seconded 
by Aid. I larrisoii : 

"That before tho council take any ac- 
tion towards making tbe filter beds at 
Beaver lake watertight and the teat aa 
to their condition ho made, a proiierly 
qualified civil engineer of good atanding 
bo engaged tcnijiorarily to view the pro- 
posed tost and to take notes in regard to 
the result of eaid teat ; alao to consult 
with the city engineer in regard to the 
best lueanH to he eni)doyod to render the 
S'.ud filter beds watertight and in a u"ii- 
ble condition, and rejiort totliocouiicil." 

This resolution was carried. 

The water conimiaaiuner'a report pre- 
aented at last meeting was takun up 
iie:ct. It was in regard to aoiue 20 iicrea 
of land at KIk lake which had been ex- 
propriated from Mr. K. Maynnrd's pro- 
perty. Ho claimed ,$2,800, while the 
Water commisBioner had oll'erod him 
$2,000. Aa there eeemed to be a:.£ractiou

The houso in lioda, Saxo-Altonburg, 
where Dr. Jolianu Faust, tho famous 
magician and soothsayer of legendary 
ftirae, was born toward tho last quarter 
of llie liftreiitli century was knocked 
down to a uaiivo. junk dealer for .';-a5 
tlio other day and is now boiug disman- 
tled. Tho building had almost fallen to 
pieces from age, and iu order that it 
might not fall down tho municipal fa-| 
thcrs of tho littlo town ordered its im-| 
mediate demolition.

Of course he waB 
talking of Klondyke— no one talks of 
anything else just now. Then he pro- 
ceeded to develop his expression of 
opinion. 

" tVhy, Victoria to-day," he continued, 
" is the same eager, busy, hopeful place 
that it was wlien T first landed here in 
tlie Cariboo days. There's the same en- 
thuaiasin in the air, only it ia more in- 
toUigeally applied and directed perliapa, 
tiian it was in tlio old days. Tliis exo- 
dus of fortune-eeekers cannot fail to be 
of great advantage to the town. It will 
put thouEanda upon thousands of dollars 
in circulation that otherwise would re- 
main tied up, while the loss of the good 
citizens who are leaving for the mines 
will, be compensated tor in a way by the 
reduced competition for remunerative 
labor at home. Then there is the gold 
to be counted upon which our miners 
will bring back with them— everything 
is favorable for Victoria, and I'm glad to 
see people are are at last beptinning to 
see it. That bulletin at Campbell's 
corner is the right'ticket — you can't give 
'them too much of that straight talk." 

The bulletin in question is at Mars- 
den's corner — which no old-timer will 
ever know by any other name than 
Frank Campbell's — and simply seta 
forth tlie important fact that uooda 
taken to the Yukon gold fields are liable 
to heavy duty if purchased in the United 
States, while Canadian merchandise ia 
entered free— the moral being obvious. 
Not a few took the hint yesterday, and 
outfits accordingly sold well— to many 
people who had originally contemplated 
outfitting on tbe Sound for the sake of 
convenience in shipping. 

"Do I anticipate that the Yukon 
country will be overcrowded, and want 
and misery result?" Mr. Stewart con- 
tinued. "No, .1 do not. Just take a 
map and note how biff that Yukon 
country is. It's a field that can't be 
crowded in a day, or a year, or several 
years, and but very, very few of the 
creeks tributary to the Yukon have thus 
far boon so much as visited by prospect' 
ore. They are in precisely tlie eame 
condition as Klondyke river, and there 
is no earthly reason to suppose that they 
havo not juet as many fortunes hidden 
in them for industry to recover." 

While this old miner j)rnctically voices 
the general feeling, there ia still

expressed, among the merchants espe- 
cially, at the apathy of tlie federal au- 
thorities in the case. Still no word has 
come from Ottawa in regard to the en- 
forcement of the customs laws for the 
protection of Canadian goods — which 
would at once einphaBi/.e to the world 
the fact that the Yukon gold fields are 
Canadian, and at the aame time ])ut 
many thousands into the Dominion 
Ireafcury. Tlie delay in appointing cua- 
tonis olBciala on the northern boundary 
has been decidedly expensive to Victo- 
ria nierciiants, one of whom — a promi- 
nent clothing house proprietor — said yes- 
terday that he could have sold 4^000 worth 
of goods to one party only a week ago, 
had the customs officers been at the 
border. As it was, the men told him 
they would buy their goods across tiie 
Sound, as tliey would then have no 
trouble with the United States customs, 
and when croaeed , the Canadian line 
there was 110 one to collect duty. How- 
ever, this thing cannot go on for 
ever. The Dominion government 
must take action soon, as |mblic: 
opinion here is so strong, and 
one protest after another will be 
made unleES speedy action ia taken. 
With Ogilvie'a report to go on, and tlu; 
news that has come from the Klonkyke 
in the htat few monllis, there is no 
reasonable cxi'ii^i; for further dilatori- 
utss. Uoneciiuetitly it is now believed 
that when the Islander leaves Victoria 
in another week she will have a cus- 
toms ofHcer aboard bound for the North, 
and then those miners going into the 
Yukon will lind it is very mnoh to their 
advantage to buy their supplies in Brit- 
ish Coliiinhia. Mr. Milne, collector of 
ciiatonia, ha<l not yesterday received any 
word from Ottawa, hut he is expecting 11 
telegram hourly. Senator Mclnnea aup- 
pleiiiented the telegrams iUready sent 
by wiriiiL' to the acting Premier, Sir 
Kii hard Cartwright, and to the Minister 
of CiiHtoniK, repeating the necessity of 
immediate action.

toria the demand is equal^ brisk. 
Nnnaimo sent down another contingent 
of twenty-eight practical miners yester- 
day, and they announce that theire is 
another party of greater inumbers ready 
to start from Wellington. Some have 
even mortcaged their hotj*es and furni- 
ture to embark in the pik'rimai;e to the 
mines, and go to seek their fortunes pre- 
pared to meet any hardships, but to 
come homo wealthy men. The overflow 
from tlie steamer Portland, which went 
north yesterday, naturally falls to the 
Islander, and the Hamburger and 
Dominion parties accordingly returned 
to Victoria to outfit here and sail by the 
Canadian steamer next Wednesday. 
Among the latest Victorians to announce 
themselves stricken with the fever are 
Harry Howard, for many years em- 
ployed aa bookkeeper by Mr. Henry 
Saiinders, Dan Carmody, Fred, llokten, 
Harry Work, Mr. AValkeley and Charles 
Bush. Among the Nanaimoites who are 
ready to start are E. J. McKenzie, 
Thomas Keith, Herbert Wilson, Ralph 
Boyce, Henry Jordan, and between fifty 
and sixty others.

Sir:— I beg to submit herewith the 
following report on the trail wbich has 
been constructed by your directions of 
April 20th last, to TesUn Lake. On my 
arrival at Telegraph Creek, May 22, I at 
once proceeded to explore the 'route via 
Level Mountain, which I had been led 
to believe would be much shorter and 
easier of construction than the route 
previously followed. 1 found, however, 
that the elevation waa too groat and that 
a trail would be ut-eleas until middle of 
July or August 1. I then in connec- 
tion with Mr. St. Cyr explored an entire 
new route running up Telegraph Creek 
and joining the old trail near the forks 
of the Tal Fan making a cut off of about 
20 miles. This we considered a good 
rout, passing over a country aflbrding 
abundance of feed ; but as it would re- 
quire considerable time and expenditure 
and as the old trail could bu utilized for 
present purposes, concluded to leave il 
for the present and push on the trail to 
Tealin as that route was pretty well 
known, and in connection with the new 
route that can l)e opened up Telegraph 
Creek will make a trail not to exceed 150 
miles with few hills and running tlie 
entire distance through fine feed for 
stock. I accordingly started the work 
on May 21) and finished on June 28. 
My foreman, Mr. Fred Patching, whom 
I placed in charge of the work, pushed it 
with all possible dispatch. Tlie amount 
of low swampy country we had to con- 
tend with made it impossible to make a 
good trail with the means at my dis- 
posal. Jlr. St. Cyr, who kindly assisted 
me in exploring the cut off uj) Tele- 
graph Creek, is however making 
an exhaustive survey of the 
whole country covered by the trail and 
will give an estimate of the probable 
cost of improving the present into a lirat 
class trail. Our mules carried loads of 
350 pounds over the present trail but 
had some difficulty in getting over the 
swampy places. Those who came back 
over the trail report it dried out so that 
but little difficulty would be encounter- 
ed at this time. The total amount ex- 
pended so far is if 1,791 .Do, leaving if208.47 
of the appropiiation still unused. This 
amount 1 would recommend be used in 
cutting out the trail up Telegraph Creek 
and down to the Tal Fan where the old 
trail crosses it. As Mr. St. Cyr kindly 
volunteered to assist in this 1 shall 
await his return and be guided by his 
judgment. The entire distance of the 
cut-off will be about 22 miles. There 
will liave to bu two bridges of consider- 
able cost, say $2,UO0, to make the trail 
complete, but can get along by fording 
at present. I refer to the trait already 
constructed; there will be no bridges 
worth considering on the cut-off. Ee- 
garding the navigability of the Hoota- 
linka I have obtained no recent informa- 
tion, bat all concede that it will be 
easily navigated with liglit draught 
steamers. The only accurate informa- 
tion that can be obtained on the subject 
will be by eonie competent person going 
down in the latter part of September and 
remaining at the shoal during low water. 
Mr. A. v.. Mills who worked on the trail 
goes to Victoria by same steamer as this 
letter, and can give you information aa 
to the trail and the country over which 
it [laases ; his residence is 75 Chamber 
street, Victoria. If this trail shall be 
improved to a really aood trail (an es- 
timate of the cost of which 1 will give 
you after consulting J.^r. St. Cyr) freight 
can be carried at 10 cents from Telegrapli 
Creek.
